On Concussion Bombs 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP). 
~—President Carter announced to- 
day tha’ he is canceling the sale 
of a controversial] concussion 
bomb to Israel and may even ban 
the weapon from U.S. arsenals, 

Through Press Secretary Jody 
Powell, Mr, Carter sald he has 
decided not to sell the bombs “to 
Israel or any other nation” and 
that the United Stares is “re- 
assessing the need to retain the 
weapons in our own inventory.” 

A commitment to supply Israel 
with the bombs was made by 
former President Gerald Ford 
and former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger shortly before 
the November presidential elec- 
tion. 

Another Pledge Stands 

Mr, Powell said Mr, Carter was 
letting stand ἃ Ford administra- 
tion promise to deliver to Israel 
M-60 tanks and 155-mm _ howit- 
zers. 

The press secretary said the 
possible sale to Israel of “for- 
ward-looking infrared radar sys- 
tems" was the subject of “active 
consideration and discussion” he- 
tween the two countries, with 
the foeus on technical considera~ 
tions. 

Mr. Powell reported that 
Mr. Carter vetoed selling the 
concussion bombs early this week 
but delayed a public announce- 
ment so Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance could personally inform 
Israeli officials of the action 
during his current Middle East- 
ern trip. 

He said Mr. Vance relayed the 
word yesterday. 

The veto, Mr. Powell acinow!- 
edged, reflected in part Mr. Car- 


. teri. effort. te restrict interna-., 


‘tional sales of sophisticated Wweap- 
ons. He said the decision was 
not inconsistent with the Presi- 
dent's concern for the security 
of Israel. 

The U.S. Navy, which develop- 
ed concussion bombs, has some 
of the weapons in its stockpile 
but plans to buy no more, 8. 
spokesman said. The Air Force 
πὸ longer has such weapons. 

The bomb, known as CBU~'2, 
is designed to be drcpped from 
fast-flying jets. A virtually 
identical concussion bomb, the 
CBU-55, was used by slow-flying 
aircraft and helicopters late in 
the Indochina war to clear 
helicopter landing zones of mines 
and boobytraps and to knock out 
anti-aircraft missile crews, truck 
parks and fuel depots, 

Concussion bombs weigh about 
$00 pounds, When they strike 


the ground, canisters rupture, 
Spewing an serosol cloud of 
propane that is then ignited. The 
resulting blast has a lethal range 
‘about 600 feet in diameter, 
Asked about the Carter ad-

Brutality, Apartheid Condemned 


Anglican Bishop Denounces S. African Police 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
Feb. 17 (A4Pi.—The Anglican 
Church of South Africa issued a 
condemnation today of police 
brutality and reaffirmed its op- 
Position to racial segregation. 
The Anglican archbishop calied 
South Africa's divided society 
“morally indefensible." 


‘The Roman Catholic hierarchy 
of South Africa similarly de- 
neunced government race policies 
earlier ‘this month. 


“Imprisoning and interrogating 
People until they die, banning 
people and what they say, can- 
not produce 4 society which is 
worth living in,” said the Most 
Rev. ἘΠῚ: Burnett, Anglican arch- 
bishop of Cape Town. Banning 
is a form of house arrest under 
which activities are restricted 
and public speech forbidden. 

“I believe the society we have 
created for ourselves is moraliy 
indefensible. This is very serious 
at a time when we are being 


asked to defend it,” said Arch- 
bishop Burnett, who spoke ag 
head of the Anglican Church in 
South Africa, South-West Africa 
(Namibia!, Lesotho, - Swaziland 
and Mozambique. 

“Urgently needed changes in 
our society.” he said, “cannot 
come about in a healthy and 
orderly way if we will not allow 
those most oppressed to speak 

to us about’ what seems 
to them to be oppressive. 

“Because this is the situation 
in our country, many black peo- 
ple have concludeg the only lan- 
guage white people will hear is 
that of burning, rioting and 
killing and being killed,” he said. 

‘The archbishop'’s statement 
was issued following the death 
on Tuesday of a young black 
man held in police headquarters 
in Johannesburg. the 18th black 
to die in custody since March. 

The Anglican Church has a 
Jong history of opposition to 
apartheid in South Africa, Sey-

The radiocarbon method of 
dating living matter, discovered 
in the 1950s, has enabled scientists 
to record fairly precisely the 
Jatter years of the Shasta sloth, 
and its dry, almost mummified 
daung has helped determine its 
diet, Dr. Ray said. 

Demise Outlined 

The Shasta sloth died out just 
after the last Ice Age, at the 
same time most mammoths, mast- 
odons, sabertootb tigers, camels, 
horses and many species of wolf, 
sixth and other large mammals 


in North America became extinct, 
according to Paul Martin, Uni- 


versity of Arizona professor of 
geo-sciences. 

Dr. Martin said the sloth’s 
demise, like that of many other 
Jarge American memmals, “coln- 
cided with the errival of big- 
game hunters on the continent 
from Asia” about 10,000 to 12,000 
years ago. Dr. Martin has been 
leading expeditions of university 
Students to Rampart Cave every: 
Spring since 1969. 3 ᾿ 

When last spring's dung dig 
ended, the iron gate on the cave, 
installed by the Park Service 
when the cave was discovered, 
was closed and Ibcked. When 
the fire was first noticed in July, 
the Park Service found that the 
gate had been bent aside. 

Dr. Martin said he hopes the 
fire can be extinguished before 
it totally destroys the prehistoric 
@ung “because there are only 
10 known caves of sloth dung in 
the world—eight m North Amer- 
ica and two in South America, 
and this ie by far the best de- 
posit; it's 5 feet thick.”

Mr. Andrus has not made the 
Teport public because he wants 
to discuss it with President Car- 
ter before doing so, an Interior 
Department spokesman said. 

Just how much natural gas is 
lweked up in the four fields 
identified in the report is not 
known but sources close to the 
Interior Department and the 
Federal Power Commission said 
the amount might be as much as 
400 billion cubic feet.

On the tax aspects of President 
Carter's economic stimulus pack- 
age, voted yesterday to cut off a 
Proposed tax rebate to those 
making more than $30,000 a year 
and to try to reach more poor 
persons with the money that 
would be saved. ᾿ 

The committee voted, 17 to 9, 
for an amendment by William 
Cotter, D-Conn., to begin phasing 
out the 850 rebate on the basis 
of a $10 reduction for every $1,000 
of annual income above $25,000. 

This means that someone earn- 
ing $26,000 would collect 940 for 
each exemption claimed: some- 
ome earning $27.000 would get 
$30. A typical family of four 
with an income of $27,000 would 
thus caliect $120. 

Under the plan, which still has 
to be considered by the full 
House and then by the Senate, 
rebates of as little as $I or even 
a Tew cents would be made as 
income reached the cutoff point 
of $30,000. 

The action by Ways and Means, 
which originates all the tax 
legislation in the Congress, would 
deny any part of the refund to 
more than £5 million taxpayers 
and save 51 billion, some of which 
would go to families on welfare. 
’ The ‘administration had eg- 
timated that 8 milion persons 
were excluded - from its refund 
proposal. They are those who 
do not have a tax liability large 
enough to utilize the full §50-per- 
capita refund, who do not receive 
Social Security, who do not claim 
the errned-income credit and who 


do not have either earned in-. 


come or dependent children. 

The main idea- of the rebate 
was to get the economy moving 
faster by spurring consumption.

Vassar Gets Family Papers 


Setting the World of Twain Scholarship Agog 


By Israel Shenker 


POUGHEEEPSIE, N.Y., Feb. 17 
(NYT)—Mark Twain, who 
described his 1885 visit to Vas- 
sar as “ghastly,” has just become 
the pride of the old college. 
Vassar yesterday abnounced the 
acquisition of the family papers 


Vassar’s 1885 president “a sour 
old saint.” the current president, 


. Alan Simpson, bears no grudge. 


“This is Mark ‘Twain's second 


“It's a great coup,” sald Frede- 
Tick Anderson, editor of the Mark 
Twain papers at the University 
of California. “This 15 a spectacu- 
lar collection.” 

Denied Access 

Anderson, though in direct line 
of succession to the editor who 
began work on the Mark Twain 
papers when the author died in 
1910, had been denied access to 
this collection. “We've been try- 
ing desperately to work around 
the materia),” he said, when no- 
tified of the acquisition. “I'm ex- 
tremely eager to see it.” - The 
papers are a gift of Jean Connor 
and her husband, Ralph Connor, 
a former trustee of Vassar. Mrs. 
Connor is the daughter of Mark 
‘Twain's great-niece Jean Webster 
McKinney, a Vassar alumna, class 
of 1901; her great-grandmother 
was Pamela Moffett, Mark 
Twain's sister. 

Jean Con-.cr and her issue are 
the only surviving descendants 
from the marriage in 1823 of 


Mark Twain's mother and father. 
‘The Mark Twains had four chil- 
dren; there are no descendanis 
of these four. 

‘The material donated to Vassar 
was stored for decades in attics 
and barns, most recently at the 
Connor farm in New ‘York’s Dut- 
chess County. It now fills seven 
jarge file drawers in the Vassar 
library in a new rare-book vault 
and overflows onto canvas and 
into frames for the family pho- 
tograph. 

Gold Bush Period 


Included in the collection is a 
letter from Mark Twain's gold 
rush period, when he went West 
to prospect for riches and found 
humor his vein instead. Imbedded 
in the letter is a speck of gold. 
Also included is an 1863 letter in 
which Samuel Clemens signs 
himself—apparently for the first 
time—"Mark Twain,” the pseu- 
donym that was to identify the 
author of classics such as “Tom 
Sawrer.” “Huckleberry Finn” and 


“Innocents Abroad.”

Some of these old-fangled rel- 
ics will be displayed at the ded- 
ication of Vassar's new Helen 
D. Lockwood Library in May. 
They are but a small portion of 
the riches. There are also ἘΠῚ. 
Kembie's original ink drawings 
for the first edition of “Huckle- 
berry Finn," locks of family hair, 
letters from Mark Twain’s moth- 
er, father and wife, and a whole 
ledge of gold constitixting the 
papers of Jean Webster McKin- 
ney herself. 


Another Writer 


Within two years of graduation 
from Vassar, she won renown 
with her first book, “When Patty 
‘Went to College.” then went on 
to “Daddy-Long-Legs,” a best- 
seller, In the dramatic version 
she wrote, it ran for two years on 
Broadway, with Ruth Chatterton 
im the lead, and it was quickly 
followed by another hit, “Dear 
Enemy.” The whole collection is 
te be known as the Jean Webster 
McKinney Papers, in honor of 
Mrs. McKinney, who died giving 
birth to her daughter Jean. Mrs. 
Connor and her husband have 
also given Vassar money to estab- 
Ush a “Jean Webster chair” in 
American literature, creative writ- 
ing or drama. 

Mark Twain could have for- 
given the glory descended on his 
grandniece but he might have 
complained about this careful 
preservation of his own brilliance.

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‘Accent on U.S. Neighbors 


Visits among the capital by heads of gov- 
ernment and state are mainly symbolic but 
the symbolisms are important. President 
Carter is delivering a message with his first 
two invitations, This week the President of 
Mexico is here; next week it's the Prime 
Minister of Canada. Mr. Carter is respond- 
ing to the view that in recent years US. 
diplomacy had been too preoccupied with 
the superpowers ‘and with military crises. 
The United States is now conveying a re- 
newal of concern for the democracies and 
the economic relations among them—what 
you might call the diplomacy of mutual 
prosperity. 

Even without waiting for Mr. Carter’s in- 
vitations, this country’s conversations with 
45 two immediate neighbors seem to have 
got 2 bit less abrasive in the last few months, 
Perhaps we are entering the third phase of 
postwar relations on this continent. First 
there were the years dominated wholly by 
the cold war, m which the United States 
tended to regard Mexico and Canada as its 
automatic allies. Then, with the disaster of 
the Viefmam war, the smaller countries be- 
gan unhooking themselves from US. leader- 
ship and occasionally going out of their way 
to needle cherished U.S. orthodoxies. Now 
the economic surprises of the last several 
years are apparently changing the climate 
again. 

ΕΣ: 


In Canada, inflation and wnemployment 
have helped the Quebec separatists. For 
Mexico, the decline in world markets led to 
a drastic devaluation; the peso is currently 
worth hardly more than half as much as 
last summer, with dire resulta for standards 
of living. Even here, in this land of great 
and stable wealth, recent events have made 
people start thinking again about where 
their resources come from—and some of 
them come from Canada and Mexico. Both 
have sent emergency exports of natural gas 
and οἷ into the United States this winter, 
and it’s much appreciated. 

So the Canadians are trying to keep their 
countzy together, the Mexicans are trying 
to keep their country solvent, and the Amer- 
‘cans are trying to keep warm. Saddenly, it 
tarns ont, everybody is able to think of rea- 


sons for being a bit more polite to everyhody 
else. It begins to look, at last, as though 
the long and polemical quarrel over Cuba 
is not the most important political subject 
in North America. 


These two visits will be an interesting 
contribution to the new administration's 
education, for they represent the two poles 
of economic development. The Canadians 
are among the world’s richest people—but, 
like Americans. they are now struggiing to 
recapture the sense of well-being that pre- 
vailed before 1973. Canada is presumably 
on the Carter adminisiration’s little list 
Cheaded by Japan and West-Germany) of 
countries that now have a responsibility to 
Yeflate thelr own economies faster in order 
to pull the weaker and more fragile nations 
back into sustained growth. While Mezico 
is among the world’s poor, it Is not hope- 
lessly poor; the country was building up its 
wealth rapidly until jt got caught im the 
whitlpoo! of deficit and devaluation. If 
world trade does not begin to rise rapidly, 
it is in Mexico and the countries like it that 
the severest price will be paid.

Tt is a time for realism. The stiff little 
statements issued by the White House give 
only the rarest giimpses of the actual con- 
versations bebween Mr. Carter and his visi- 
tors, but the agendas aren’t hard to guess. 
President Jose Lopez Portillo knows that 
Mexico's large trade deficits and huge for- 
eign debts are dangerous. Mr. Carter knows 
that, if they are not managed intelligently, 
they will prove dangerous to our country as 
well as President Lopez Portillo's Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliot Trudeau wants to en- 
sure that the United States does nothing 
to encourage the separatists, Mr. Carter 
will probably want to know how rapidly the 
Canadians can resolve the internal political 
disputes over a joint gas pipeline from 
Alaska and the Canadian Arctic. They are 
not questions that invite the kind of ideo- 
jJogical posturing that has been a staple of 
continental politics over the past decade. 
That luxury has recently become too expen- 
sive.

Boycott of Rhodesian Chrome 


At last, the economic underbrush around 
the issue of importing chrome from Rhode- 
aia can be cleared away. For years it was 
successfully argued that U.S. industrial and 
strategic interests required continuing the 
chrome imports, even in violation of a UN 
economis boycott of Prime Minister Ian 
Smith’s white government. But now it 15 
plain that the impact of a boycott—or no 
boycott—is minimal, for both the United 
States and Rhodesia, That leaves clear and 
freestanding the diplomatic Interest of the 
United States, and we applaud the Carter 
administration for urging Congress promptly 
to vote to honor the boycott af Rhodesia, 

The chrome in question is not the metal 


that makes bumpers shiny; it is a higher- 


grade metal used to manufacture statnless 
steel. Rhodesia is a prime world source. 
Two developments have combined to nullify 
the economic issues, One 15 technological: 
the perfection of a process called argon- 
oxygen decarburation, which permits use of 
lower-quality chrome, more widely available, 
in stainless steel, The second development 
is political: the closing of the Mozambique- 
Rhodesia border last year, Impeding the flow 
of exports. AS ἃ consequence, even with 
congressional permission to continue them, 
U8. chrome imports have plummeted. 
There thus remain no economic justifica- 


tions either for continuing to permit the im- 
ports or for cutting them off as a major 
lever on the Smith government. But there 
-remain powerful diplomatic reasons for the 
United States rapidly to join in the UN boy- 
cott. The United States voted for it twice 
and yet in the end violated it, fostering wide 
mistrust among black African nations. Hon- 
oring it would at last ley an essential foun- 
dation for restoring our credibility and im- 
proving relations with them. ᾿ 
Moreover, for Congress to vote to honor 
the sanctions now would send a ringing mes- 
sage to the Smith government. Washington 
has previously proclaimed a desire to undo 
the congressional license to continue chrome 
imports, but the proclamations had little 
muscle behind them. And Mr. Smith could 
find solace in the belief that, no matter 
what administration officials might say. he 
stil had decisive support in Congress and 
the U.S. business community. Without that 
illusion. to cling to, it is reasonable to hope 
that he would become more hospitable to 
reopening negotiations with black natio- 
nalist groups and more flexible in his bar~ 
gaining positions. That is the path to peace 
in Rhodesia; we welcome the administra~ 
tion's movement toward it: and we urge Con- 
gress to give it thrust.

If the warrant holder does not exercise that right 
pecause of & drop in the market price of the stock, the proceeds 
that the corporation received when it issued the warrants are 
taxable income to the corporation, the IRS ruled in April, 1972. 

ΤᾺ Ἐπ Jan, 19 ruling, the IRS said the earlier ruling creat- 
ing the tax liability would not apply retroactively. In other 
words, proceeds of umexercised warrants issued on or before 
April 24, 1972, would not be taxable. ᾿ 

At the time, the IRS said it was acting “at the direction of 
the secretary of the Treasury"—then William Simon. The 
language was taken as a signal thet the agency disagreed with 


the ruling. 


Τὸ is not known what company asked for and received 
the ruling issued Jan. 19. Such decisions are released with 
the petitioning company’s name deleted. A number of com- 
panies, including a great many real estate investment trusts, 
issued large quantities of warrants during the “bull” stock 
markets of the late 1960s.

~—Along with the market’s em- 
phasis on yield, stock splits seem 
to be an emerging phenomenon in 
respons? to Wall Street's contin- 
ued disaffection with the top-tier 
stocks. 

Stock splits are not unusual, but 
lately there has been an inverse 
pattern that analysts say is pecu- 
liar. Splits ardinarily proliferate 
when stock prices are soaring; in 
recent months, however, some 
companies have resorted to splits 
although their stocks have just 
come down from their highs, and 
despite a soggy stock market. 

“This could be the beginning of

“Ordinarily, we would consider 
ἃ stock as a split candidate if it 
recently had a sharp runup 
and/or it was selling above $80 a 
share,” Mr, Zinder says. But the 
four stocks were in the $55 to $65 
Tange when the splits were an- 
nounced. he says, “and, in the 
case of three of the companies, 
were wel] below the highs of the 
past year or 80." 

Analysts say this is the reverse 
of what usually happens, but Mr. 
Zinder believes “the phenomenon 
will accelerate.” 

This suggests, analysts say, thet 
an increasing number of corpora- 
tions are recognizing the pitfalls 
of having shares of their com- 
panies heavily own-d by institu- 
tional investors. Portfolio mana- 
gers invariably follow a trend, 

“and when some of them sell a 
particular stock, the others tend 
to follow, Mr. Zinder says. 

“We have sensed a desire on the 
part of ἃ number of corporations 
to broaden the attraction of their 
shares, more toward the indi- 
viduel investors and away from 
the institutions,” says Derick 
Driemeyer, research director of 
A. G. Edwards & Co. 

It might be too early to tell 
whether 2 trend has started or 
whether it will be successful, he 
says, but the net result will have 
been achieved when the dividend 
is increased along with the split, 
2 move that some companies have 
made, Mr. Driemeyer believes. 


Put Off by Prices 


He says that individual inves- 
tors seeking to accumulate blue- 
‘chip stocks, such as Sears, are 
discouraged by the steep price. 
By .dividing the stock. however, 
its price is sharply cut and it 
becomes competitive, if not at- 
tractive. 3 : 

“Usually, when an investor 
wants to buy shares in Exxon or 
Sears, he ends up going to the 
options market, which has a dif- 
ferent set of risks," Mr. Drie- 
meyer says. Apparently, more 
corporations are working to 
attract some of that “option 
money” back into equities, he 
adds. : 

“The institutions have become 
so dominant in the market, with 
their huge funds, ἰδ scares a lot 
of the companies,” Mr. Driemeyer 
says. “It's fun when they are 
buying, but not when they sre 
Uquidating.” 5 

A Sears Roebuck spokesman, 
commenting on the timing of its 
two-for-one split, states that the 
company seeks to gain a “wider 
distribution of the stock to more 
shareholders.” He observes that 
in the past year, 105 companies 
split their stock,.85 per cent of 
them reducing the unit price to 
less than 840 a share. 

Although technically a split 
-does not improve a shareholder's 
position, the stocks “indeed he- 
come more marketable,” says Birr 
Wilson & Co. senior vice-presi- 
dent Eldon Grimm. $ 

In some cases, it helps a com- 
pany bring down per-share earn- 
ings “to more reasonable levels,” 
Mr..Grimm adds. Sheel Ou, for 
instance, would pull down its 
1876 per-share profit of $10.11 to 
about $5.05 when the fwo-for-one 
split it announce* last month 
takes effect, Mr. Grimm noted.

JAKARTA, Feb. 17 ‘AP-DJ).— 
‘The Indonesian government an- 
nounced today that it had signed 
8. settlement with two separate 
Parties covering charters of seven 
Oceangoing tankers. by Pertamina, 
the state-owned oil company, and 
it said the move reduces Perta- 
mina's obligations from $337.6 mil- 
Hion to $46.5 million. 

Pertamina is disputing 2 num- 
ber of long-term tanker charters 
with various shipping groups be- 
cause of alleged irregularities and 
illegalities associated with the 
contracts. 

A statement issued by the State 
Minister for the Administrative 
Reform of State Apparatus, J.B. 
Sumarlin, said that in the settle- 
ment .with National Shipping & 
Trading Corp. of New York—an 
accord involving six tankers— 
obligations of $298.9 million were 
settled by Pertemina for $42 mil- 
lion payable without interest over 
@ three-year period. 

The second settlement involved 
disputes with Fair Ocean Trad- 
ing Co. of Hong Kong with re- 
spect to the charter of one 
tanker. This settlement covered 
obligations of 839 million which 
were settled by Pertamina for 
$4.5 million, also payable without 
interest over a three-year period, 
the announcement said 

The two settlements conluded 
litigations at New York, Los 
Angeles and Guam. 

The two settlements, together 
with those previously made with 


. two Norwegian shipowners and 


with Burmah Oil Tankers Ltd. 
of London, cover a total of 12 
oceangoing tankers. 

Pertamina’s contingent liabil- 
ities under these 12 charters have 
been reduced from $699.4 million 
to $104.5 million, payable over 
three years without interest. 
Disputes involving 21 vessels con- 
trolied by three shipping groups 
are still outstanding.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 
(AP-DJ).—The Treasury is in- 
vestigating whether butter 
cookie imports from Denmark 
are being subsidized by the 
Danish government im viola- 
tion of U.S. | countervailing 
duty laws. 

If the Treasury finds that 
the imports are being subsi- 
dized, it must impose an 
extra duty equal to the 
amount of the subsidies. 

Butter cookie imports from 
Denmark totaled $4 million in 
1975, the Treasury said. 

Meanwhile, the House Ways 
and Means Committee voted 
today to kill plans for import 
quotas and higher tariffs on 
honey. 

The committee agreed that 
import quotas were not need- 
ed, despite a US. Interna- 
tional Trade Commission rui- 
ing suggesting restrictions. 

In 1975 the United States 
imported about 65 million 
pounds of honey, which rep- 
resented about a third of 
U.S. production. 


GM Advancing

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 Reu- 
ters) —Private capital outflows 
from the United States reached 
@ record $8.9 billion in the fourth 
quarter, the Commerce Depart~ 
ment reported today. 

Long-term outflows toteled 
8461 million, down from the $989

Catalonian and Basque minorities. 

Sports Minister Benito Caste- 
jon condemned politics in sports 
today and a weekly magazine 
apologized for having published ἃ 
cover showing Cruyff nailed to 
ἃ cross, and calling it the 
“Cruytfication”. 

Suspended for 3 Games 

Cruyff, 29, the $1.6-million 
Dutch'center forward of the Bar- 
celona football club, was suspend- 
ed this week for three crucial 
ebampionship games by the Span- 
ish Football Association. 

The suspension was the result 
of an incident in a game in Bar- 
celona 10 days ago. The referee, 
Manuel Melero, sent Cruyif off 
the field for insulting him, Melero 
comes from Castille, the central 
highlands around Madrid, whose 
people are unpopular with Cata- 
Jonians. 

Retaliation was instant, The 
police had to protect the referee 
trom enraged Barcelona fans, who 
invaded the field. In the ensuing 
rioting. 30 persons were injured 
and two vehicles burned. 

Trouble in Bilbao 

A week later, there were similar 
though less serious incidents in a 
game between a Madrid team and 
Alletico of Bilbao in the Basque 
country. ‘The Basques are also not 
fond of the people of Madrid.

—Charles Finley. owner of the 
Oakland 4.8. said yesterday that 
he: believes the remaining 11 
years of the A's 20-year con~ 
tract with the Oakland Coliseum 
can -be bought up for $1.375 mil- 
lion to facilitate a possible move 
of the club to Washington. 

“I think something can be 
worked out, the leagues can work 
it out.” Finley said of. the pos- 
sibility of the American and Na~ 
tional Leagues’ picking up the 
A's $125,000-a-year lease. 

Such a move, he said, would 
clear the San Prancisco Bay area 
of the franchise congestion that 
is severely hurting the Amer- 
ican League A's and National 
League San Francisco Giants in 
attendance and income. 

In return for buying off the 
lease. Finley said he would ask 
to have Oakland join the Na- 
tional League and switch to 
Washington if the Giants would 
also agree to play bali their 
home games st the Coliseum and 
half in Candlestick Park, their 
home now. 

But Bill Cunningham. general 
Manager of the Oakland Coli- 
seum, Said recently that the lease 
agreement requires the A's to 
play all their home games at 
the Coliseum through 1987 and 
has no provisions for buying out 
any unused portion. 

The city would probably seek 
an injunction if the A's tied 
to move, Cunningham said. add- 
ing that the club's presence 
brings an estimated additional 
$500,000 in revenue to the city 
annually. 

“For anything else to happen, 


it would require the approral of 
the city, county and the base- 
ball owners,” Cunningham said 
of Finley's proposals. 

. Laurie Is Cautious 

Bob Lurie, the majority owner 
of the Giants, remarked. “It 
[the plan} could work and if it 
solves the problem, let's do it. 
It would be very tough, politi- 
cally, here to sell the idea, but 
it's worth expioring. 

“We'd have to find out whether 
they're willing to renegotiate the 
Tease.” 

Lurie said Finley had called 
him about his proposal last De- 
eember “and said he was inter- 
ested in moving. I told Charlie 
we have 8 lease saying we have 
to play every game here. But I 
told him if he was interested in 
moving, we could talk about τ" 

Noting that the Giants lost 
almost $800,000 last year and ex- 
penses are up $1 million for this 
year, Lurie said, “If he wants to 
move. I'l get him a bus ticket 
and help him. 

“I've had that feeling that he 
wants to get out of baseball. 
He's got to be in the worst shape 
ever and he's not done a thing 
this year to promote the team. 
My feeling is that he does want 
to sell.” 

The American League presi- 
dent, Lee MacPhail, said he has 
had discussions with Finley about 
his finencial problems, but that 
they have not talked about a 
possible shift of the A’s to the 
National League. 

Such a move would require 
approval of three-quarters of the 
14 American League clubs, Mac- 
Phail sald.

Ls ANGELES.—Louis-Ferdi- 
nand Céline was in the 
worst possible taste, by which 
I mean that he had many edu- 
cationg] advantages, being a 

physician, and he was widely 
traveled in Europe and Africa 
and North America—and yet be 
‘wrote not 9 single phrase that 
hinted to similarly advantaged 
persons that he was something 
of a gentleman. 

He did not seem to under- 
stand that aristocratic . re- 
straints and sensibilities, wheth- 
er inherited or learned, ac- 
counted for much of the splen- 
dor of Literature. Im my opin- 
jon, he discovered a higher 
and more awful order of litera- 
ty truth by ignoring the crip- 
pled vocabularies of ladies and 
gentlemen and by using, instead, 
the more comprehensive lan- 
guage of shrewd, tormented 
guitersnipes, 

Every writer is in his debt, 
and so is anyone else interested 
in discussing lives in their en- 
tirety. By being so impolite, he 
demonstrated thet perhaps half 
of all experience, the animal 
half, had been concealed by 
good manners. No honest 
writer or speaker will ever want 


stylist. He himself mocked the 
endlessly repeated typographical 
bales that made every page he 
easily recognizable as 
buen his: “Me and my three 
dots... my supposediy original 
Style!,.. All the real writers will 
tell you what to think of it!..” 
The only writers who admire 
that style enough to imitate it, 
as far as I know, are gossip 
columnists, They like its looks. 
‘They like the sense of urgency 
it imparts, willy-nilly, to any 
piece of information at all. 
With no especial help from 
his eccentric typography, in my 
opinion, Céline gave us in his 
novels the finest history we 
have of the total collapse of 
Western civilizatio.. in two 
world wars, as witnessed by 
hideously vulnerable common 
women aNd men. That history 
should be read in the order in 
which it was written, for each 


volume speaks knowingly to the 
ones that came before it. 

And the resonating chamber 
for this intricate system of 
echoes through time 15 Céline’s 
first novel, “Journey to the 
End of the Night,” published 
in 1982, when the author was

Readers may find their ex- 
perience softened and deepened, 
too, if they reflect that the au- 
thor was @ physician who chose 
to serve patienis who were 
mainly poor.

His real name. by the way, 
was Louis-Ferdinand Auguste 
Destouches, 

His sympathy may not bave 
lain with the poor and power- 
less, but he surely gave them 
the, bulk of his time and aston- 
ishment.

He and Ernest Hemingway 
died on the same day, incident- 
ally, on July 1.

Céline 
didn’t get one, and Hemingway 
did. Hemingway killed himself,
